One of the junketing expeditions 


organized by the present legislature 
has created a sensation 
by the ex- 


posure of alleged cruelty and bar- 
barous treatment of prisoners inSan 
Queritin 
and Folsom prisons. -It 


was discovered ,thai an instrument 
of punishment 
called the straight- 


jacket was used in disciplining the 
obdurate 
and hardened 
criminals. 


This treatment 
consists in placing 


the subject in a jacket laced up to a 
point that makes it very uncom- 
fortable, and allowing the individual 
to remain in that condition for such 
a period as is deemed 
necessary 
in 


each case. 
Usually one experience 


with the straight- jacket sufficed for 
all practical purposes. 
A great 


howl has been set up because of this 
corporeal punishment. Itis torture, 
worthy only of mention side by side 
with the black hole of Calcutta, or 
the engines of torment invented in 
the dark 
ages, 
cry these 
goody- 


goodies. 
We must confess 
that we 


have littlesympathy 
with this hue 


§and cry against the management 
of 


our state 
penal institutions. 
In 


these prisons are confined the dregs 
and refuse ofhumanity inCalifornia. 
We do not believe inneedlessly harsh 
treatment 
toward prisoners. 
Con- 


trol them by kindly and humane 
methods 
whenever itis possible and 


practicable is the correct rule. 
On 


the other hand, itis beyond dispute 
that this treatment will not suffice 
in all cases. 
Nothing but physical 


suffering 
will. subdue 
the 
more 


obdurate ones. Rigiddiscipline must 
be maintained. 
Any laxity in this 


respect would speedily result in dis- 
astrous 
consequence. 
We do not 


believe the prison wardens have re- 
sorted to the straight-jacket 
from 


purely brutal motives. 
We do not 


admit that this kind of treatment 
is 


conclusive evidence of the reign of 
brutality. The prison directors have 


-1-not only actually ~apnroved !of this 
pumsnment, 
out in face offhe storm 


of criticism that has 
been 
raised, 


recommended 
its continued 
use in 


extreme 
cases. 
No matter 
what 


form of punishment is used, a howl 
of disapproval 
will be heard 
from 


some quarter. 
If these 
over-sensi- 


tive spirits were in control of these 
institutions, and tried the effecCof 
their 
spell-binding 
moral 
and 


spiritual methods, 
there is little 


doubt that their control would be 
short-lived. 
Our state 
prisons are 


not in the same category 
with a 


Sunday school class. 
They demand 


stern methods, 
and stern— 


not in- 


human—men to enforce 
discipline, 


even to the extent of inflicting se- 
vere bodily suffering in extreme 
cases. 


HIGH-HANDED PROCEEDING. 


The coyote scalp bill passed 
this 


morning, 
and 
McKenney 
got his 


through with the rest. Itis a ques- 
tion if. they pass 
the senate, 
how- 


ever, and in any case 
the governor 


insists that they shall not be pay- 
able before 1905, after a test case 
of 


one or more has been made by an ap- 
peal to the supreme court by the 
attorney -general. 


There seems to be some 
question 


as to when the salaries become pay- 
able. 
According to the act they are 


payable as soon 
as it is approved, 


but the question of whether it is a 
raise of compensation duringaman's 
office is the question.

Assemblyman McKenney has had

his constituents.

finallygot his billout of the com- 
mittee on county government,

has iton the file. It provides that 
in townships of 3000 or more, 
jus- 


tices are to receive $40 amonth, and 
constables 
$60. 
In townships 
of 


more than 2,200 and less than 3,000, 
the justices get $35 
and the con- 


stables $55; in townships 
with less 


than 2200 and more 
than 1800 
the 


justices get $30 and the constables 
$50 per month; in townships 
of be- 


tween 1400 and 1800 the justices get 
$25 a month and the constables 
$45; 


aud in townships of under 
1400 the 


justices get $25 and the constables 
$40. 
The salaries are for criminal 


cases only,. fees hoi»« t.iia.iwmiuinßa- 
tion in cases ofcivil practice. 
The 


population is estimated by multiply- 
ing the registered vote at the last 
election by five. 
Constables 
going 


out of their townships with criminal 
papers get their expenses, 
aud the 


actual cost of taking the prisoner to 
jail. 


The cuts that have been 
made in 


the special appropriation bills have 
been very notable. 
For instance, 


San Francisco 
Normal School 
from 


$200,000 
to 
$100,000; 
the Normal 


school at San Diego, a cut of $35,- 
000; the Insane Asylum at Agnews 
over $30,000, or about 75 per cent; 
the hotel at the Yosemite Park, 
$100,000 cut, and so on through a 
longlist. 
Hardlyone appropriation 


equals what is asked, 
and the .cuts 


of fiftyper cent and more are in a 
vast majority. It has not been a 
question of what an institution need- 
ed so much 
as a question of what 


was the least sum itcould get along 
with,and considering that many 
of 


the institutions have not had. a dol- 
lar of special appropriation for years 
itis a marvel that the tax rate 
has 


been kept as low as sixtycents with- 
out crippling 
some special institu- 


Sacramento, 
Feb. 
25.—The gen- 


eral appropriation bill shows 
very 


littlechauge from the figures of the 
past twoyears. 
The expenses of the 


state government aside from schools 
and special appropriations 
is esti- 


mated at $5,200,778 for the twoyears. 
The tax rate isnow settled 
at sixty 


cents, and the amount of special ap- 
propriations is placed at a million 
dollars."" 
Compared to other states, 


that figure is very encouraging. The 
expenses 
of California are necessari- 


lylarger than most 
other states 
of 


the same population, because of the 
immense territory she covers. 
The 


transportation of the insane 
and of 


prisoners 
cost much more in this 


commonwealth 
than inany other ex- 


cept Texas, and the state 
of Cali- 


fornia does many things that Texas 
does not do. 
Inher educational ex- 


penses she is not excelled 
by any 


other state in the union, even Massa- 
chusetts, 
when the question of popu- 


lation is considered.

not the whole of the law. 
Section 


18 of article XX of the state con- 
stitution reads as follows:

constables. 
We do not doubt it in 


the least. 
Moreover, we venture to 


say that he willtotally fail to satisfy 
them along the lines proposed, 
His 


scheme 
seems 
to 
be 
a" curious 


mixture of salary and fees; 
the sal- 


ary part of it relates 
to criminal 


business, and the 
fee part to civil 


business. 
In other words the coun- 


ty treasury is made to pay the fixed 
salary, while civillitigants are sup- 
posed to compensate 
the officers for 


such services as may be required in 
untangling the knotty problems they 
present to the courts forsettlement. 
As far as civilbusiness is concerned 
the scheme is precisely the same 
as 


that nowin vogue, 
and which has 


been found so unsatisfactory inprac- 
tical operation. 
We regrat that we 


have not a copy of 
the proposed 


reformation of the compensation 
of 


these township officers before us. It 
has been customary 
in the past 
to 


send copies of proposed 
changes 
in 


the law affecting local affairs to the 
county papers. 
This practice 
has 


been 
dropped 
this 
session, 
for 


reasons 
to us unknown. 
However, 


we venture 
the opinion that this 


salary-fee 
combination 
will prove 


disappointing to all concerned. 
It 


is fashioned toconform with the un- 
just idea that the general taxpayers 
ought to be made to bear the cost of 
iT*1:•--*—«•—» OMdcMLJitifiration-in 
the inferior courts. 
This is actually 


the case in the superior court, and 
has been foryears. It may be all 
right for the legal profession, 
who 


feel the weight of taxation less 
than 


they feel the benefit 
of cheapening 
litigationby diverting fees from the 
county 
treasury. 
Besides 
which, 


the principle of grading the salary 
of justice and constable 
according 
topopulation is unjust. 
Under this 
plan the officers in Jackson would re- 
ceive the highest salary, and at the 
same time have the easiest 
job. 
A 


constable from the extreme 
end of 


the county; in conveying a prisoner 
to the county jail, would consume 
two days inmaking the round trip, 
and receive less than the officer in 
Jackson, who would not take more 
than a few minutes 
in landing his 


man in the calaboose. 
Again, it is 
a radically 
defective 
system 
that 
proposes to pay a fixed salary foran 
office that 
does 
not 
demand 
the 


whole of a man's time, and itis well 
known that neither the office of jus- 
tice nor constable 
in outlying dis- 


tricts requires a man's 
undivided 


attention. 


In the event of this salary billbe- 


coming law, the question is being 
asked when willitbecome operative. 
The act itself says it shall go into 
effect immediately; 
that statement, 
however, does 
not override consti- 


tutional provisions. 
No doubt the 
bill has 
been 
engineered 
with the 


view of helping 
present 
officials. 
The plain language of the constitu- 
tion sets up a barrier to its applica- 
tion to present incumbents. 
Section 


9 of Article XXIreads: 


The compensation of any county, 
city,town, ormunicipal officer, shall 
not be increased 
after his election, 
or during his term of office. 


In the face of this, it is mere 
quibbling to raise the question of 
whether 
or not the proposed law 


would be an increase 
of compensa- 


tion. 
Increased 
pay was the very 


object of the measure. 
They are 


not paid enough under the existing 
law; the proposed law is to remedy 
this condition. It cannot 
be con- 


tended that it would be lawful to 
lower the compensation of public of- 
ficers during their term 
of office. 


That would amount to a violation of 
a contract. 
There was no need 
of 


a constitutional 
provision to that 


effect, but only against increase. 
Now ifitis unlawful to either raise 
or lower the compensation, 
we fail 


to see how any change affecting the 
compensation of these 
officials can 


go into effect until after the expira- 
tion of the present terms. 
The only 


motive 
in introducing 
the 
new 


schedule was 
to increase 
the com- 


pensation. 
There is no question 
on 


that score. 
The constitution 
says 


this cannot be done as far as those 
now in office are concerned.

This the evicted miner Lavinski re- 
fused to do, though repeatedly invited, 
since he was working withus, tobe one 
of us. 
So one bright day a party of 
gentlemen happened by theProvidence 
and asked him to take a walk.

we wish him luck inhis journeying for 
webelieve he has leftour district. 


The day is past whan it is possible 


for a non-union man to work in the 
mines of the east belt. 


The handwriting is upon the wall, 
and dumb indeed are those people who 
cannot decipher the meaning and who 
do not pursue a conciliatory policy in 
the differences which may arise.

seldom 
leave then* nests 
during the 


very cold weather. 
On mild days in 
winter, however, they come out qpd 
race through the treetops and visit the 
large stores of nuts which they gath- 
ered and hid away In the autumn. 
Red squirrels are smaller, but much 
hardier creatures 
than the gray ones, 


and, although they, too, have snug nests 
of cedar bark Inthe hollow trees, they 
use them only at night, for no weather 
is so severe ns to keep these little fel- 
lowsindoo::... 
"!::-yare about the most 


provident of all the creatures In the 
woods, 
usually 
storing away 
under 


brush heaps, beneath fallen logs and in 
hollow trunks far more nuts than they 
can possibly eat in one winter. 
They 


do not put them all In one place, as a 
rule; they generally have several hoards' 
at some little distance apart 
This Is 


a wise precaution, as it sometimes hap- 
pens that one store is discovered and 
stolen by an enemy, and unless 
there 


was another supply to fall back upon 
the squirrels might die of starvatton.-

Winter 'Way* of Squirrels. 


The method 
was to cast 
the blade 
rather broader at the back than usual, 
with a hollow running down it. This 
was half filled with quicksilver and 
sealed up. 
The idea was that when a 


blow was struck with such a sword 
the quicksilver would fly to tbe point 
and so increase the weight of tbe blow. 
This theoretical 
advantage, 
however, 


did not at all counterbalance 
the gen- 


eral clumsiness 
of tbe weapon and.Its 


unhandiness 
in guarding,

mercuriale swords, as they werecalled, 
from 
which their ingenious 
inventor 


hoped so much, 
were rather military 


curiosities than practical 
successes.—

This 
was a comparatively 
common 


practice among the Italian, French and 
Spanish ssworduiakers 
of tlie sixteenth 


and seventeenth 
centuries, 
but it was 


more ofn fancy than anything else, for 
itnever came into general use. It was 
not, of course, used for rapiers or the 
lighter ikind of swords, but for the 
heavier cutting swords.
